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DAMASCUS. March 24 
(Agencies) — Soviet Forei^ 
Minister Andrei Gromyko arrived 
in Damascus Saturday for talks on 
the Middle East conflict with

Syria's official news agency 
SANA reported. 

Gromyko was expected to

Foreign 
I^nister Abdul Halim Khaddam, 
who Saturday predicted the treaty 
would lead to the downfall of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, 
was out of the country fpr ofBcial 
risks to Britain and France. 

Gromyko was welcomed on 
arrival Jamil Shayya, deputy 
premier for economic affairs. In 
airport speeches they stressed the 
clc^ relations between Moscow 
and Damascus, and their interest 
m consulting on Middle East 
development. 


Gromyko's trip to Syria comes 
on the eve of the signing of the 
separate peace treaty between 
^Sypt end Israel in Washington. 

TTie SANA statement said 
Gromyko's talks would deal with 
Syrian-Soviet bilateral relations in 
addition to the hfidcfle East ques- 
tion. The agency did not elabo- 
rate. 

Unconfirmed reports in the 
Syrian capital said Gromyko 
would also confer with Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chair- 
man Yasser Amfat during the 
Damascus visrL 

Syria and the'PLO are the most 
outspoken treaty opponents in the 
hardline Arab front that is 
demanding pan-Arab political 
and economic sanctions against 
Egypt. 

Both are expected to press their 
demand at a conference of Arab 
foreign and finance ministers 
scheduled for March 27 in Bagh- 
dad, the Iraqi capital.

D efense lawyer hope ful 

Court rejects Bhutto plea 


RAWALPINDI March 24 (R) 
— Pakistan's condemned former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Alt 
Bhutto Saturday lost another 
court battle against his sentence of 
death, b^his lasers later said.b?' 
was almost ■ certain to be • . 
reprieved. 

Tbe Supreme Court ffismised a 
petition asking it to change its 
decision of last month rejecting 
Bhutto' s ap(>eal against hb convic- 
tion for oidering a politica] assas- 
sination more than four years ago. 

But at the end of its 153-page 
judgment, the court urged Pre^ 
dent Gen. Mubamra^ 2a-ul- 
Haq to consider defense argu- 
ments for commuting tbe sen- 
tence. 

"This is a (wlite way of recom- 
mending clemency as the court 
cannot put a binding order on the 
executive." chief defense lawyer 
Yahya Bakhtiar said later. 

“After tins, Gen. 2a cannot 
carry out the death sentence." 

Immediately after tbe hearing, 
Bakhtiar spent an hour witii 
Bhutto in his death cell in Rawal- 
pindf s district and qouted him 

as saying that as president he 
would have respected the Sup- 
reme Court's obrervations on the 
question of sentence. 

Bhutto. 51, an urbane 
Western-educated lawyer, ruled 
Pakistan for five-and-a-half years 
before he was overthrown in a 
coup in mid-1977. He was 
arrested IS months ago and 
charged with ordering the ambush 
of a politica] opponent, Ahmed 
Reza KasurL 

The ambush, for wlucb four 
police officers are also under sen- . 
tence of death, misfired and 
Kasurfs father Nawab Muham- 
mad Ahmad Khan, was killed by 
mistake.

CAIRO, March 24. (Agencies) 
— President Anwar Sadar left for 
Washington Saturday for Mon- 
day's signing of tbe peace treaty 
with Israel, his exact travel plans 
ke(>t secret amid a continuing 
Storm of protest from other Arabs. 

It has been reported earlier that 
Sadat u-ould stop briefly in Spain 
on his way to the United States 
and confer with King Juan Carlos, 
but official sources in Madrid said 
Friday he had canceled this plan 
for security reasons. 

The Egyptian Embassy in 
Washington said Sadat would 
arrive Saturday evening instead of 
the previously scheduled Sunday. 

An embas^' offleiaJ gave no 
reason for the earlier time, saying 
only that the president's jet was 
due at Andrews Air Force base at 
6 p.m. local time (2300 gmt). 

He added that Sadat would stay 
at tftp Washington Embassy and 
his schedule for Sunday w hich was 
still not definite, was expected to 
be light. 

Prime Minister Mcnahem 
Begin, who is in New York, was to 
arrive in Washington Sunday for 
Monday's signing ceremony with 
Sadat and President Jimmy Carter 
on the north lawii of tbe White 
■ House at 2 p.m. local time ( 1 900 
GMT). 

Sadat' s departure coincided 
with Saturday's opening in the 
Somali capital of Mogadishu of an 
Arab League council meeting, at 
which the treaty was expected to 
come under fine from countries 
such as Syria. Iraq. Algeria. South 
Yemen, and Libya. 

U.S. officials met Israeli and 
Egyptian ministers Saturday to 
wrap up details of tbe trea^‘ in 
time for Monday’s signing. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
said he expected agreement 
Saturday on diplomatic and politi- 
cal steps the United States would 
take on Israefs behalf b) case 
Egypt violated the treaty. 

Agreement had been reached 
on the basics and only refinements 
of language remained to be 
a()proved. he added. 

A senior U.S. official agreed 
that the so-called memorandum of 
agreement with Israel, was “ in 
good shape. " but it could not be 
described as wrapped up until 
Carter and Begin had approved it. 

Tbe assurances concern U.S. 
political support for Israel if Egypt 
fails to upiwld its obligations after 
Israeli forces withdraw, from the 
occuped Sinai. A similar set of 
assurances was given Israel after 
tbe Second Sinai Disengagemem 
Agreement in 1975. 


Carter offer to PLO 
^ still being studied ’ 


Further fighting feared 
in Kurdish rebel town 


SANANDAJ. March 24 (R) — 
Leaders of local Kurdish guerrillas 
in Sanandaj expressed fears 
Saturday that ntore violence might 
erupt in this embattled town 
because up to S.OOO weD-trained 
fighters bad moved in from nearby 

roountains. 

A ceasefire remained in force 
between the guerrillas and gov- 
ernment troops who had been 
besieged in their barracks for 
three days earlier this week. 

But tension ran high Saturday 
morning after soldiers outside the 
barracks over tbe heads of 
Kurds who had gathered to meet 
relatives captur^ by the army 
during the siege. 

Guerrillas scattered for cover 
behind already bullet marked 
waSs when the shooting started. 

Guerrilla leaders, laden with 
rifies, pistols, daggers and ammun- 
ition belts, said that tbe newly 
arrived mountain fighters are 
more hardline than themselves 
and could call on heavy artillery 


and tanks, hidden in the valleys of 
Kurdish west Iran. 

One of the chieft said the men 
made off with tanl^ and other 
sophisticated weapons from army 
garrisons taken over crowds in 
the revolution. 

“ They are the people who have 
all along been watting for an intfo- 
pendent Kurdish nation, although 
we have tried to convince them 
that the Iranian Kurds, for 
economic reasons, should remain 
part of Iran, " the guerrilla leader 
said of the mountaineers. 

• Iranian leaders Friday promised 
semi-autonomy to the Kurds and 
returned to Sanandaj, where 
at least 91,people died in t^ fight- 
uig betweM guerrillas and troops. 

The guerr^as still wandered 
around the streets Saturday but 
stayed clear of the garrison. 

In' TehrajD, Ayatollah Kho- 
meini, Saturday appealed to vot- 
ers to endorse his plan for an 
-Islamic, republic to replace the 
ousted Shah government. 


BEIRUT, March 24 (Agencies) 
— A Palestine Liberation Organ- 
izatioo (FLO) spokesman said 
Saturday U.S. President Jimmy 
Cartel's conditional offer to work 
with cbe organization was " still 
being studied. " 

Mahmoud Labady. bead of the 
PLO foreign press section, said no 
response would be forthcoming 
until PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
has s full op(x>rtunity to examine 
the offer, which Carter made in an 
interview with Egyptian televi- 
sion. The PLO leader arrived from 
Algiers Friday. 

In what appeared to be a care- 
fully timed staiemem. Carter said 
his administration would work 
directly with the PLO if it recog- 
nizes Israel and accepts U.N. 
Resolution 242. 

~ On Friday, however, another 
Palestinian officiaL Yasser Abed 
Rabbo of the Democratic Front 
for tbe Liberation of Palestine, 
rejected Cartel’s offer, saying; 


“There can be no solution under 
the umbrella and patronage of the 
United Slates. ” 

But sources close to Arafat, 
whose Fateh faction dominates 
the PLO, said Abed Rabbo did 
□ot speak for tbe organization as a 
whole. 

Abed Rabbo. member of tbe 
PLO Executive Committee and 
head of its information depart- 
ment said : “ The PLO has 
rejected such offers more than 
once and we now reject them 
more strongly than ever before. 

“ There can be no' solution 
under tbe umbrella and patronage 
of the United States. " 

“ Carter, Sadat and Be^ are 
tbe enemies of our people. With 
tbe enemy there can be no policy 
except tiiat of firm struggle until 
his defeat, " Abed Rabbo said. 

He called for sanctions against 
the United States, including the 
suspenrion of oQ flow and sever- 
euce of relations. 
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Talks were also due lo be held 
between Israeli and Egyptian offi- 
cials OR the remaining detail of the 
treaty itself — the .timing of 
Isracrs withdrawal from the Sinai 
oilfields.

They claim they can provide 
intermediate technology which 
does not require highly skilled 
labor to operate “ which should 
suit this country very well while it 
is training the necessary personnel 
to handle sophisticated machin- 
ery." 

Experience in wheat cultivation 
and livestock breeding can pre- 
sumably be of assistance to Saudi 
farmers. 

The mission is particularly 
interested in the possible forma-

March 24 
(AP) — The chairman of the 
House of Representatives Ethics 
Committee said Friday some cur- 
rent and former members of Con- 
gress took subsidized trips to 
South Africa, but be said the 
committee has found no evidence 
of wrongdoing by any member.

Bennett declined to pve details 
of the investigation, but sources 
said the committee has looked 
into three cases involving current 
members and several others 
involving former legislators. 

Earlier reports indicated as 
many as 50 congressmen, many of 
them no longer in office, made 
trips to South Africa. 

House rules allow congressmen 
to make subsidized trips as long as 
no expenses are not paid by a fore- 
ign government.

Confederation Generale du 
Travail (CGT) union, which 
oiganized the march said the 
demonstrators had nothing to do 
L with the bands of wreckers — 
some of them helmeted and armed 


with iron bars and Molotov cock- 
tafis — who ran riot in the central 
boulevards. 

“ The Interior Ministry must 
find out for whom these groups 
are acting and who is pulling t^ 
strings. " the CGT said in a state- 
ment. 


Riot police made tear ga^ 
charges on the bands, mostly of 
teenagers and in groups of about 
20 . 

Fighting later erupted around 
the Gare de FEst railway station 
and spread to the platforms, caus- 
ing panic among commuters.

After the Iranian crisis, several producers with capaciQr for higher 
levels of production and acting in good feith, increased their exports 
to dampen the effects of the shortage on a panicky industrial world. 
Detractors would argue that the producers were selling the extra 
production margin at higher prices, perhaps overlooking the fact that 
some of the pr^uceis have no immediate need for the additional 
revenue, and that “ banked *' oil never depreciates in value. 

The producers now find themselves in a situation where they ate 
supplying the majors with comparatively cheap o3, that is being sold 
at ^ higher prices. Some producers argue that if the higher prices 
reflect true market conditions, it is an admission that their oil is 
undervalued. On the other hand, if the higher prices are the result of 
manipulatioD of the marketing machine, producers believe it is time 
for to have a more eff^ve role in marketing their oil. 

A revolutionary change in the industry is unlikely, but the ten- 
dency for greater control by producers of the marketing machine is 
becoming a more attractive prospect, with government to government 
deals taking an bereasing proportion of oil sales.

A new life

LISBON — 

Outside Lisbon's huge sports pavfiion, squeamish-looking 
freaks handed out leaflets uigii^ chauffeurs in their black cats to job 
them m a “new life." It was not an bati^nopriate call. 

The cats belonged to an odd assortment of Portuguese supers- 
tars. bcluding politicians, ambassadors and buaness tycoons, who 
had turned up for the national congress of PortugaTs leadmg par- 
liamentaty force, the Socialist Party. 

Inside, the party was setting out to present a new image of 
respectability. Socialist leader Mario Soares declared: “Today 
noihbg will be hidden, we shall show the outride world that we are 
not afraid of criticism." The nature of the guests and the pledges, of 
Soares, until the congress widely classified as one of Porti^aTs more 
arrogant politicians were put forward as a sign of change, as proof 
that the Portuguese Socialists were mdeed begmnbg a new life. 

During the past year the Portuguese Socialist Party has been 
toppled from government, suffered a crushing defeat m a local elec- 
tion. been fragmented by defecting party militants, and generally lost 
a lot of public resp>ect. 

Less than two months ago most political observers agreed that 
had President Antonio Ramalho Banes decided to call a snap general 
election as a solution to PortugaFs bteimmable political crisis, the 
Socialist Party would have lost. Now the forecast is not so clear. 

At the Socialist congress earlier this month Soares went out of 
bis way to heal the divisions and present both himself and hbsuppor- 
lers as havmg a credible poUticai future. The congress discu^d a 
lengthy document called “Ten years b which to change Portugal,” 
which professed to be the party's long-term virion for tiie regenera- 
tion of this poor and under-developed European country. 

Both the document and Soares' speech were unanimously 
endorsed by both the moderates and the radicals withm the pa^. 
Soares' victory was that of a compromise, no small achievement m a 
countrty still susceptible to extremes. 

In effecL the' Sciolist leader followed the spirit of the document 
by saybg all thbgs to all Socialists. To warm the moderates he 
suggested the possibility of a future alliance with the Sodal Democrat 
Party “ if the electorate so willed.” To the more radical members he 
yelled that the Socialist Party was‘'stiU the party of the Left." 

Later he went on to say that Portuguese membership of tbe_ 
'European Common Market was a “ priority” while empbarizing that 
this should not mean a moderation of PortugaTs socialist constitu- 
tion. 

More important perhaps was the fact that Soares did not go all 
out and attack the popularly elected president as he did last summer. 
That move was w idely beUeved to have cost the support of many 
Portugese who still see Gen. Eanes as the only mao m foe country still 
capable of maintabing a delicate balance of power between the 
political parties and the ever powerful armed forces. 

,\t the congress Soares warned against foe dangers of preriden- 
tiaiism taking over from the political parties but stopped short of 
calling on either the president or his non-party government to step 
down. 

For Soares' critics, the speech was linie more than a piece of 
rhetorical juggling; for his defenders the leader's reluctance to come 
down hard on either of his party was proof of a positive neutrality 
which steered clear of strict ideology. 

How long the Soares touch will keep a firm hold on the Socialist 
Party now that the congress is over remams to be seen. 

Scarcely had the congress fin'ished than one of die party's oldest 
members.'Vasco da Gama Fernandes announced his resignation. The 
former presklem of foe Porraguese Assembly of Deputies claimed 
that he had been "duped, betrayed, and offended," not least by 
Soares himself. 

It remams to be seen too, moreover, whefoer the image carved 
out for the party by foe congress will be seen as a distinct and credible 
alternative which is capable of wrestling the country away from the 
growbg bfluencc of the Right and the Left. (OFNS).

Laos on a war footing

VIENTUNE — 

Laos virtually moved on to a war footing as its relations with 

Chma ste 20 lily deteriorate, though Qiittese troops have now with- 
drawn after penetrating mto northern Laos. 

Chinese personnel have begun to leave at the request of foe Lao 
government, and the potation is being mobSized to face what the 
authorities call “the Cleese threat to Laos." China declared last 
week that its troops have completed tiieir withdrawal from Vietnam, 
but as the two sides tty to decide on a venue for negotiations, the 
focus of their conflict shifts to Laos. 

“ We are m a state of emergency.'’ said Minister of Infoimation 
Sisana Sisaoe, “You can say we are now on a war ^tmg.” Laos, 
which was reluctant to antagonize C2una in the past, de^te the 
leadershfo's predominantly pro- Vietnam stance, abandoned all pre- 
tence of neutrality in the p^ three weeks.

Atmospheric similarities on Jupiter

WASHINGTON Despite its 
massive rize and rapid rotation, 
de^ite stunning peculiarities like 
its stripes and bands and great red 
spot, despite the fact that tfs 
mostly ammonia without oceans 
or contioeots to influence it from 
below, the atmosphere of Jupiter 
behaves a lot like Earth’s. 

Wliite cirrus clouds swirl at the 
highest altitudes, parts of hs skies 
are blue and li^tning flickers 
above the thunderclouds. Most of 
the air currents in the northern 
hemisphere blow toward the east 
and in the. southern hemisphere 
toward the west, just like they do 


on Earth. 

Jet streams cross the planet at 
hundreds of miles an hour, giant 
thunderstorms pop suddenly into 
view along the equator. Regions 
of diy air appear at the same lai- 
titudes one would find Africa's 
Sahara and Australia's Great 
Sandy Desert. 

1 think a lot of sound atmos- 
pheric concepts are going to 
emerge from studying Jupiter, '* 
said the California Institute of 
Technology's Or. Andrew Inger- 
soll, a meteorologist analyzing 
Jupiter photographs taken by the 
Voyager spacecraft that flew by 
the planet March 5. '‘•'There are 
suiprisingsimitari^s between the 


Earth and Jupiter. '* 

One of the most striking 
similarities is the abundance of jet 
streams in the upper atmosphere, 
clearly the source of much of the 
changing weather on both planets. 

There are as many as 20 jet 
steanu circling Jupiter at speeds 
up to ‘350 miles an hour, piling air 
up in certain places and pulling it 
out of others. Scientists suspect 
that Jupiter's jet streams are at 
least one reason for the enormous 
white-colored bvals seen in the 
photographs of the planet. The 
ovals may be little more than 
gigantic high pressure systems that 
march around the planet and pro- 
duce w'eatber. — (WP)

Shavers destroys Norton 
in vicious Ist-round blitz 



las VEGAS, March 24 <AP) 
^ EanikShavers knocked down 
Ken Norton twice and stopped 
ti fm whb a stunning display of fury 
jfi the first round of a scheduled 
l2-iound heavyweight fight Fri- 
day ni^t. 

Siavets plasted his way into line 

for a championship fight by stop- 
■ p f n g Norton at 1:02 of the first 
round as the crowd of about S,400 
at tbe Las Vegas Hilton Pavilion 
roared its disbelief. 

Xbe docker came in a pielimi- 
naxy to World Boxing Council 
champion Larry Holme^ title 
defense against Ossie Ocasio, and 
ibe victory put Shavers into line 
fora WBC title shot in September. 

With Norton on the floor for tbe 
second time, referee Miles Lane 
reached the count of seven and 
(ten signalled the fight was over. 
Morton’s trainer. Bill Slaton. 
Iiad signalled the referee to halt it 
jiBt a moment before. 

. When Norton got to his feet, it 
was obvious that the referee had 
tn yle the right decision. 

On recovering his senses, Nor- 
ton said to Shavers. *' Way to go, 
babe. Nice shot. *' 

The .14-year-old Shavers had 
said before the fight that he was 
not going to worry about going the 
(gstance. but that he was going to 
come out bombing in an effort to 
end it fast. Norton said be 
expected Shavers to come out 
-gunning, but when Eamie did. 
tbere was nothing Norton could 
do about it. 

After a seconds of feinting, 
the two men went at each other in 
Norton's comer and Norton had 
the best of it. landing three head 
shots while Shavers' punches 
bounced off Norton's shoulders. 

But then Shavers bulled Norton 
to the ropes and the two went toe- 
to-toe. Suddenly', Shavers landed 
a left hook, a right up^r cut. and 


Norton was in serious trouble. 
Sna\%rs pounded home a ha m>y 
of shots to the head as Norton 
careened along the ropes, then 
staggered into the center of ther 
ring and went down. 

Norton struggled up, but it was 
obvious that . he? was bun. Once 
Lane waved Shavers back to the 
attack, he wasted little time. He 
slammed home another right 
uppercut that dro{^>ed Norton on 
his back and ended the fight 

Lane elected did not bother ro 
count to 10. 

The loss is a bitter piO for tbe 
33-year-old Norton, He was the 
1 1-5 favorite and {rians already 
were in the works for him to fight 
Scott Ledoux in June and then 
await another shot at tbe title be 
lost to Homes on a spUt decision 
here last June. 

Norton, who weighed 225 
poimds, lost for the sixth, time 
against 41 victories. He earned $ 
750,000 but saw his future in the 
heavyweight divisioD shattered. 

Shavers, who weighed 210, got 
about $ 250,000. The victory was 
by far the biggest of his career, 
which was marked by victories but 
overshadowed with disappointing 
defeats. 

He was knocked out in one 
round by Jerry Quarry back in 
1974 when he appeared headed 
for a title shoL The veteran, fiom 
Warren, Ohio, fought his wav 
back into championship conten- 
tion and then lost a title bid to 
Muhammad Ali on a decision on 
Sept. 29. 1977. Then be went 
against Holmes here last March, 
with the winner to fight Norton for 
the crown. Shavers was barely in 
tbe fight, losing almost every one 
of tbe 12 rounds. 

Now Shavers is back again after 
scoring his 57th idctoiy and his 
SSth knockout. He has eight losses 
and a draw.

night . 

It was simply a matter of too 
much size, too much power and, 
most imponant, too much experi- 
ence. Ocasio was making only his 
1 4th pro fight and tried with all he 
had but he was never really in tbe 
fight. 

In a preliminary bout, Eamie 
Shavers shocked the crowd at tbe 
Hilton Pavilion by twice knodemg 
down favored Ken Norton and 
stopping him in the first round. 

Tte victories by Holmes and 
Eamie Shavers set up a little 
match between the two in Sep- 
tember. 

"My man, bell of a fighC' the 
champion said to the outgunned 
Ocasio a few moments after tbe 
fight ^d been stopped. 

Holmes, who weighed 214 
pounds to 207 for Ocasio and who 
enjoyed a 3%-inch height advan- 
tage and a four-inch reach advan- 
tage, came out at the opening beD 
looking to land a big punch. 

But Ocasio hung tough, crouch- 
ing and bobbing and weaving, and 
keeping Holm^ timing off just 
enough to escape disaster. But in 
the fifth and sixth rounds, tbe 
6-foot-3, 29-year-old champion 
began finding the range to both 
the bead and the body. 

Then, in the seventh. Holmes 
wrote an end to the 23-year-old 
Ocasio's little dreams in the same 


arena in which Leon Spinks stun- 
ned the world on Feb. 15. 1978. 
when he outpointed Muhammad 
Ali. 

Holmes scored his first knock- 
down with three straight jabs. 

Ocasio struggled up and 
Holmes moved in for the kili. Two 
jabs and a right sent the Puerto 
Rkan to the floor. 

Once again Ocasio struggled to 
his feet. Referee Carlos Padilla 
looked into Ocasio’s eyes and 
shouted: "Are you all right?” The 
challenger nodded yes and Padilla 
waved Holmes in again. 

A series of punches flashed 
through Ocasio's guard. The last 
one was a crushing right hand ... 
and down went Ocasio. 

Ocasio came up, like a man 
climbing an invisible rope. Once 
again I^dilla asked if he was all 
lighL and again came the nod. 

Ocaso turned and Holmes 
greeted him with a left-right to the 
jaw. Ocasio drop>ped flat on his 
f^ace. Padilla ditfo't even bother 
counting. 

Tbe factory, worth $1.2 million 
was Holme^ 30th in as many pro 
fights, and it was his 21si knock- 
‘out. 

For Ocasio, who has 19 
brothers and two sisters, it was his 
first defeat in a pro career that 
started on Feb. 20, 1976, when 
manager Bill Bailey saw him 
shadow boxing in his laundry 
room and asked: ” You want to be 
a fighter?” 

Ocasio was a fighter Frid^ 
night, but an overmatched fighter. 
He occasionally scored with 
sweeping left hooks, but Holmes 
caught most of his punches on his 
arms.

EEC, partners sign 
new trade, aid pact 


FREEPORT. Bahamas. March 
24 ( R) — The European Common 
Market and 57 African. Carib- 
bean and Pacific countries Satur- 
day wound up three days of 
negotiations on a new Hve year 
trade and aid pact with some 
major issues still unresolved. 

The size of the aid package the 
EEC is ready to offer its partners 
has been left to be settled when 
they meet again in Brussels ut the 
end of May.

The nine community members 
will study the list of products the 
developing nations want to add to 
the Stabex system, but they have 
already agreed on measures to 
ease the terms under which Stabex 
payments are made. 

There is still no agreement on 
the associate countries' demand 
for a new industrial developent 
fund, and another outstanding 
issue is whether the EEC would 
set up a system to guarantee 
investments in developing coun- 
tries.

Meany. head of America's big- 
gest labor federation, has been a 
critic of the voluntary guidelines 
since their inception last October. 
His latest criticism came after the 
government announced that con- 
sumer pr'ices rose 1 .2 per cent in 
February. 

The figure, which translates to 
an annual infladon rate of about 
15 per cent, follows a 0.9 percent 
rise in consumer prices in January. 

Inflation last year was 9.2 ocr 
cent. 

The guidelines came under 
attack earlier this week when the 
government announced that cor- 
porate profits for the fourth quar- 
ter of 1978 were up 9.6 per cent 
over the third quarter. 

The rise in consumer prices was 
the largest one-month increase in 
4>^ years.

UAE unwilling to increase crude oil output 


ABU DHABI. March 24 
i Agencies) — United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) Minister of Pet- 
roleum Mana Al-Oteiba said 
Saturday it was not in the interests 
of the federation to increase its 
present crude production — an 
average of 1.85 million barrels a 
day. 

Oiciba was speaking before 
leaving for Geneva to attend 
Monday's OPEC consultative 
meeting ut the Intercontinental 
Hotel. 

The official Emirates News 
Agenc> WAM quoted him as say- 
ing that the UAE had already 
fixed the 1979 output target. 

But if there were a serious upset 
in world oil markets, he said, the 
UAE would then reconsider its 
atritude in cooperation uiih other 
OPEC members to find suitable 
solutions, because any world 
economic setback would also 
affect the UAE. the minister said. 

In Washington, Secretary of 
Energy James Schlesinger warned 
of a renewed worldwide oil shor- 
tage if OPEC countries reduce

production because Iran has 
resumed exports. 

The secrciaiy told Congress 
Friday *we arc in tenuous balance 
worldwide, ” between supply and 
demand even though Iran's gov- 
ernment had started up produc- 
tion again. 

He made it clear the balance 
could be upset if OPEC decided to 


cut production. 

Schlesinger told the Senate 
Commerce Committee Iran's 
export level of 2.5. million barrels 
a day would not be raised soon and 
other OPEC nations had " made 
no commitment " to continue 
their higher production, 

** It is possible there will be 
reduction from those other mem- 
bers, '* he said. 

Saudi Arabia, the world's 
oil exponer. raised by one 
million barrels a day its oil produc- 
tion ceiling lo compensate for 
some of the lost Iranian exports. 

Iran, when it resumed exports 
earlier this month, refused to sup- 
ply previous regular customers 
and sold oil on the spot ma rket. for 
what was reponed to be up to$ 3 a 
barrel above the OPEC price. 

The new government in Iran has 
come out srongjy in favor of 
higher oil prices and is expected to 
join other OPEC members at 
Geneva in pressing for an 
immediate increase in the official 
price.

Iran, supplier of almost one- 
tenth of the non-communist 
world's oil, halted exports for 10 
weeks during unrest which 
sent the Shah into exile. This 
pushed up the price of a barrel of 
oQ on the spot market to $ 18 
compared with the official OPEC 
price of $ 13.35. 

OPEC, at its last conference in 
Abu Dhabi in mid-December, 
decided on four quarterly rises in 
the price of crude oil this year 
which would result in year-end 
prices 14.S per cent atove the 
level 12 months earlier. 

Oteiba said price rises would 
not be discussed again until the 
end of this year unless there was a 
dramatic change of circumstances.

A U.S. congres- 
sional report predicted earlier this 
month that oil prices for the year 
would rise by seven percent above 
the already-set OPEC levels. 

Many OPEC ministers believe 
that their countries, rather than 
Western oil firms, should reap the 
benefit from a price boom.
